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Stink about DWP collections

ANGRY residents are 
kicking up a stink about 
the smell from a huge 
pile of uncollected rub¬ 
bish bags beneath their 
flats in Weymouth. 

Now they have 
launched a verbal broad¬ 
side at the “absolute dis¬ 
grace” of the collection 
service provided by 
Dorset Waste Partner¬ 
ship (DWP), the latest 
attack on the organisa¬ 
tion which has just an¬ 
nounced it has overspent 
£2.8 million for the cur¬ 
rent year. 

Bob and Frances Un¬ 
derwood have a holiday 
flat at Edward Court 
which, before Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
joined DWP, always saw 
dustmen collect and haul 
away rubbish bags from 
the basement area. 

But they claim that the 
service is now “a load of 
rubbish” since DWP 
took it over, and that 
they have had no rubbish 
collected since before 
Christmas because they 
can’t attend their flat on 
every collection day. 

They live in Somerset 
but stay in Weymouth at 


their flat for several days 
a month although not al¬ 
ways on collection days, 
the couple feeling that 
they can’t ask fellow res¬ 
idents to do the dirty job 
of taking rubbish bags 
out for them. 

Bob said: “The current 
service is an absolute 
disgrace, totally unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“The bags in the base¬ 
ment are now starting to 
smell and this is in the 
depths of winter. What’s 
it going to be like in 
summer? 

“If this is improving 
the environment then 
someone needs to take a 
long hard look at the sit¬ 
uation. Something must 
be done because it is be¬ 
coming a health hazard.” 

John Kelly is a perma¬ 
nent resident of the flat 
next door to them and he 
said: “I put my rubbish 
bags in the basement 
store because that’s 
where DWP told us to 
put them in writing. 

“Now it appears they 


have decided that unless 
rubbish bags are on the 
pavement they won’t be 
picked up. 

“That means we now 
have to put bags out on 
the pavement the night 
before collection despite 
the fact it will further re¬ 
strict an already narrow 
pavement. That is with¬ 
out going into the attacks 
on the bags by rats and 
seagulls overnight. 

“We have been prom¬ 
ised seagull-proof bags 
but none have so far been 


delivered and - even if 
they are - they will still 
have to go out on the 
pavement. 

“This is a nightmare 
because DWP is going 
back on its word about 
collecting.” 

All three have talked 
with Councillor Gill 
Taylor who is chairman 
of the council’s scrutiny 
committee which is cur¬ 
rently reviewing the 
DWP operation in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

She said: “It would ap¬ 
pear that the DWP sys¬ 
tem works well 
generally but that there 
are specific problem 


areas and Edward Court 
on the harbourside is 
clearly one of them. 

“People should be able 
to have their rubbish col¬ 
lected under the new sys¬ 
tem as efficiently as 
under the old system 
which is not happening 
here. 

“We are looking at all 
complaints as part of the 
review and Edward 
Court will be included.” 

Mr Kelly added: 
“DWP has now prom¬ 
ised to collect the rub¬ 
bish bags. We will be 
keeping an eye on them 
to make sure they do.... 
permanently.”

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Council tax could be on the rise 


COUNCIL tax payers 
in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land could find them¬ 
selves paying around 
£35 extra per year for a 
Band D property for 
2015-2016. 

The figures depend 
on whether Dorset 
County Council, Fire 
Authority and Police 
elements - which com¬ 
prise the lion’s share of 
the overall bill, are 
completed by a bor¬ 
ough proposal to in¬ 
crease its share of the 
council tax by 1.9 per¬ 
cent which must be ap¬ 


proved by full council 
on February 26th. 

A meeting of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
management commit¬ 
tee, which is recom¬ 
mending the 1.9 
percent increase to col¬ 
leagues, was rocked by 
the news that Dorset 
Waste Partnership had 
announced an extra 
£491,000 overspend, 
mainly on vehicle hir¬ 
ing and parts, to £2.8 
million. 

Finance spokesman 
Councillor Colin 
Huckle said this “in¬ 


credible” situation left 
Weymouth & Port¬ 
land’s budget having to 
find not only an extra 
£200,000 towards the 
overspend but another 
£100,000 on top of that 
as a contingency “to 
cover any other extra 
unexpected items 
which may come for¬ 
ward”. 

Finance director 
Jason Vaughan said he 
was “not confident” 
that DWP figures sup¬ 
plied to him were

BRIDPORT residents Louise Ramsden and 
Heather Hamer are the driving force behind 
the upcoming Bridport Wildcats strike proj¬ 
ect. 

Louise has lived in Bridport for 12 years 
and works part-time as an 
administrator/book keeper for an educa¬ 
tional and technical software business with 
her husband Neil. She has also done volun¬ 
tary work for the Bridport Oxfam shop, Brid¬ 
port Citizens Advice Bureau and South West 
Dorset LETS scheme. 

Heather moved to Bridport 18 months ago. 
She previously worked as a medical secre¬ 
tary and teaching basic reading and writing 
in a Young Offenders institution. She rein¬ 
vented herself as a songwriter some six 
years ago and plans to continue writing in 
Bridport. 


• COULD you tell me a bit more about the 1912 
Bridport Wildcats project? What will it involve? 

On Saturday, February 14th at about 10.15am we 
will gather in Bucky Doo Square, Bridport, in our 
1912 costumes and then sing songs, led by our ex¬ 
cellent town crier Jane Silver-Corren, just as the orig¬ 
inal women did, including the Suffragette anthem 
"Shoulder to Shoulder ".We will then march through 
the streets to Amsafe (the old Gundry's factory) 
where we will have our photo taken by local female 
photographer Rachel Dunford in the same place 
they did in 1912. 

Our aim is to highlight this little known aspect of 
Bridport's social/industrial/women's history, con¬ 
temporary issues of equality and to have a bit of fun 
singing and dressing up! In addition we have been 
really pleased with the many spin-offs inspired by 
the project - singing, song-writing, a marvelous ex¬ 
hibition of women artists called Cre8 at the Chapel 
in the Garden and a play written about the women 
by Maya Peris of Story traders.

• WHAT inspired you both to get involved and 
organise the 1912 Bridport Wildcats project? 
Louise: I went to a fascinating talk by Carlos Guarita 
about a local photographer, Clarence Austin. There 
were some wonderful photographs of women net 
workers who in February 1912, staged a wildcat (not 
organised by a union) strike and protested on the 
streets of Bridport about unfairness at their work¬ 
place. The dignity and camaraderie of the women 
really struck a chord and I thought we could cele¬ 
brate this spirit by re-staging the photos with mod¬ 
ern women in costume. 

Heather: Louise told me about the recreating the 



photograph and I loved her enthusiasm. I felt I 
wanted to celebrate the feisty women net-workers 
of Bridport who stood up to the bosses, and the way 
the town supported them. 

• ARE you both working on projects apart from 
the Wildcat strike? 

No, Wildcats is taking up pretty much all of our time 
at the moment. 

• WHAT do you both like doing in your spare 
time? 

Louise: I like walking, dancing, swimming and Tai 
Chi. I also love reading, cryptic crosswords and 
doing a bit of calligraphy. I am a member of the Brid¬ 
port Film Society and support Bridport Arts Centre. 

Heather: I like reading, walking, writing, visiting 
the town's coffee shops, researching my own family 
tree, also researching local history. I also support 
Bridport Arts Centre. After this project I'm going to 
take it easy and just enjoy the area for a while - 
though I'm always open to discovering new proj- 
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ects. I was involved (with my ex-partner) in two 
recording projects last year for Bridport FM - the 
"Love to Sing" project for local amateur singers, and 
a collaboration of songs/stories written by the local 
creative writing group, The Story Traders. 


• WHAT drew you both to the area? 

Louise: We have family in Hampshire and Cornwall 
and Dorset was a good point in between both. But 
really it was the sheer beauty of the landscape that 
drew us to Bridport. We also loved the local shops 
like Leakers & Fruits of the Earth, we thought it 
would be a really good place to bring up our chil¬ 
dren and indeed it has been. 

Heather: I have lived in Bridport for 18 months, 
drawn here by the creative spirit I found here, and 
the sense of community. I'm now officially a pen¬ 
sioner, though am outgoing and love meeting new 
people and getting involved in new projects.There's 
so much to do in Bridport, sometimes the difficulty 
is choosing which activity to go with! This is my first 
time living in a small community, and I love living 
here. I enjoy living near the coast; I love walking on 
my own at Burton Bradstock. 

• DO you have any more projects lined up for 
the future? What would you like to do? 

We will be doing something about the Wildcats at 
the Rope Walk Fair in May, with the Museum. I hope 
this event will continue to inspire people to stand 
up for their rights, there is still a lot to be done with 
a 19 per cent pay gap and women being dispropor¬ 
tionately effected by the growth of zero hours con¬ 
tracts and the low pay offered for vital jobs like 
caring, in our community. But I think I also need to 
get on with all the things I've been neglecting whilst 
organising this event!

“robust and accurate” hence the need 
for the £100,000 contingency from 
reserves. 

He added that there was a budget 
gap of £750,000 with proposals to 
deal with that through partnership 
saving with West Dorset council, 
other savings and improved income, 
adding that “it is a difficult budget 
but a lot easier than some authori¬ 
ties”. 

Chairman Councillor Mike Byatt 
said Weymouth & Portland’s budget 


was “an ongoing challenge” which 
was why the Town Centre Master 
Plan was so important, to help find a 
way to deal with financial pressures. 

Mr Byatt said members had to not 
just look at making savings but gen¬ 
erating new forms of income, not 
just focus on the financial pressures 
but also on how to create new forms 
of revenue. 

Members then voted to approve 
recommending the budget to full 
council on February 26th.

No, don't stop the carnival 


WEYMOUTH Carnival 
could be finished be¬ 
cause of major financial 
and safety concerns. 

The warning came 
from Weymouth Carni¬ 
val and Event Club pres¬ 
ident Ryan Hope who 
said 2014 might have 
been the last carnival in 
Weymouth. 

He added: “This has 
arisen after last year’s 
carnival just about broke 
even meaning no money 
to bring forward to help 
stage this year’s event.” 

Outgoing chairman 
Elysia Munday said: 
"Fast year’s carnival 
committee faced many 
intense challenges mak¬ 
ing the running of the 
event an uphill struggle. 

“Weymouth carnival is 


normally organised by 
committee of about 15 
people, but in 2014 we 
only had six committed 
people who were incred¬ 
ibly stretched throughout 
the entire year. 

“It’s so important to re¬ 
member that carnival is 
an event that can only 
give what it receives 
which means support 
from the community, 
local business and volun¬ 
teers is paramount. 

“Dwindling support 
meant that funding for 
the event at a level that 
was needed was not 
achieved and the event 
itself was not able to be 
carried out to the stan¬ 
dards that were origi¬ 
nally set out. 

“We have infinite grat¬ 


itude to all who have 
shown support to the 
event over the years. 

“It's truly you who 
makes this possible, but 
we are now at a stage 
where carnival is becom¬ 
ing something that is no 
longer viable to run. 

“Fast year’s committee 
realised these concerns 
and the most of them 
have pulled out of organ¬ 
ising the event this year” 

New trustees have 
been appointed to the 
charity and a new com¬ 
mittee has been put in 
place, but there are still 
concerns whether the 
event will be able to go 
ahead this year. 

Mr Hope, who was ap¬ 
pointed chairman of 
trustees in October after 



last year’s event, has ral¬ 
lied up a new committee 
but still has major con¬ 
cerns around the event. 

He said: “After receiv¬ 
ing all the information 
handed over by last 
year’s committee and at¬ 
tending a safety advisory 
group, two of the new 
trustees have resigned 
due to the event being 
too much of a risk to 
stage this year.” 

Mr Ryan said: “We can 
no longer rely on volun¬ 
teers to carry out such 
tasks as stewarding as 
many of them do not 
have the correct qualifi¬ 
cation or knowledge to 
do this job safely and the 
event is getting bigger. 

“There's also the risk 
that a volunteer doesn't 
turn up and if there was 
an accident the commit¬ 
tee would be held liable 
for providing the number 


of stewards they said 
they would in the event 
management plan.” 

A plan has been put in 
place for the next month 
that mainly involves 
generating cash income 
and the new committee 
will be working hard to 
achieve £10,000 within 
the first month. 

In total around £35,000 
worth of sponsorship 
will need to be found if 
the event can go ahead. 

Weymouth & Portland 
mayor, Councillor Kate 
Wheller, immediately 
pledged her support for 
carnival and said: “It 
would be a great shame 
to lose this wonderful 
event. 

“I would encourage the 
community to rally 
round as it has in the 
past, and I will do all I 
can to help carnival as 
well.”

Witnesses sought for 
bank deposit thefts 

DETECTIVES are appealing for witnesses and 
anyone with information to come forward after 
money was taken from deposit boxes at two 
banks in Dorset. 

At 1.05pm on Wednesday, February 4th 2015, 
Dorset police was informed of a theft of money 
from a deposit box at Natwest bank on South 
Street in Dorchester. Two men were seen re¬ 
moving money from the box before running off. 

A similar incident happened the same day at 
around 1.55pm at Natwest bank in St Thomas 
Street, Weymouth. 

The first offender was described as white, 
around six feet tall and of slim build. He was 
wearing a baseball cap, a dark scarf and a black 
jacket. 

The second man was described as white and 
of slim build. He was wearing a black beany hat, 
dark sunglasses and a fleece. 

Inspector John O'Hara, of Weymouth CID, said: 
"We believe both incidents are linked and I am 
appealing for any witnesses or anyone with any 
information to contact Dorset police in confi¬ 
dence. 

"I am particularly keen to hear from anyone 
who saw two men matching the description in 
these two areas to call me. 

"I would also urge people to remain vigilant 
and report any suspicious activity near banks."

Council bosses to act on DWP 
'unacceptable' overspend

COUNCIL leaders have 
blasted Dorset Waste 
Partnership (DWP) for 
its “unacceptable” 
budget overspend and 
have promised to take 
urgent action to 
straighten out its fi¬ 
nances. 

An emergency plan 
has been put in place to 
keep a close watch on 
the way budgets are set 
in the future, after 
bosses overspent by a 
total of £2.76 million 
this year. 

All levels of the part¬ 
nership's management 
will be thoroughly in¬ 
vestigated, with tighter 
controls on the hire of 
vehicles - the costs of 
which amount to 
around half of the 
DWP's overspend. 

Council chiefs now 
say “stringent meas¬ 
ures” are in place to 
prevent future financial 


problems and restore 
confidence in the organ¬ 
isation. 

Councillor Anthony 
Alford, chairman of the 
DWP Joint Committee, 
said: “The unexpected 
increase in the DWP 
overspend is unaccept¬ 
able to partner councils, 
who joined together to 
deliver better services 
for local people at a re¬ 
duced cost. 

“Stringent measures 
are now in place to pre¬ 
vent future inaccuracy 
and restore partners' 
confidence ” 

The DWP was formed 
in 2011 and consists of 
all seven of Dorset's 
local authorities. It is re¬ 
sponsible for managing 
waste, boosting recy¬ 
cling rates and provid¬ 
ing street-cleaning 
services. 

Last year an over¬ 
spend of £2.3 million 
was discovered, trigger¬ 
ing a rigorous investiga¬ 
tion of the DWP budget. 


But since then, a fur¬ 
ther £492,000 of previ¬ 
ously unbudgeted 
costs, including an ad¬ 
ditional £300,000 on 
hiring vehicles alone, 
were identified. 

Further scrutiny is to 
come, with the joint 
committee due to con¬ 
sider the recommenda¬ 
tions of two more 
independent reviews, 
one by the South West 
Audit Partnership, and 
the other by Local 
Partnerships (jointly 
owned by the Treasury 
and the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association) at its 
next meeting. 


A third, wider-rang¬ 
ing external review is 
also expected to take 
place later this year, 
though details are still 
to be finalised. 

Cllr Alford added: 
“Councillors will care¬ 
fully consider the rec¬ 
ommendations from 
the independent re¬ 
views to agree what 
needs to be done. 

“Dorset councils re¬ 
main committed to 
working together to 
provide the best possi¬ 
ble waste services for 
the best possible value 
during these very chal¬ 
lenging times.” 


THE costs making up the total overspend include: 

• hire vehicles: £1.3m 

• operational staffing costs, including agency 
fees: £556,000 

• disposal costs for the increased total amount of 
household waste: £441,000 

• falling prices for recyclable materials, 
reducing income: £284,000 

• vehicle parts and maintenance: £115,000 

• two external reviews into the DWP: £52,000 

• other minor variances: £13,000.

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Rat relief could return 


RESIDENTS could soon have access 
to a recommended pest control 
service to deal with rat and other 
problems in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

The borough stopped offering an 
in-house pest control service to res¬ 
idents in 2008 because of financial 
pressures. 

But the possible tri-council part¬ 
nership joining North Dorset with 
Weymouth, Portland and West 
Dorset has revealed that North 
Dorset already has a framework 
agreement for a pest control serv¬ 
ice which Weymouth and Portland 
could join from August 2015. 


Councillor Mike Goodman said: 
"North Dorset has a very effective 
pest control operative service 
which we can recommend people 
to use." 

Members were told that West 
Dorset's latest annual complaints 
included 400 for rats, 400 for mice, 
several hundred for wasps and a 
number for issues such as bed 
bugs. 

Since Weymouth & Portland 
stopped its service residents have 
had to resort to DIY methods such 
as poison, but the rat population is 
becoming increasingly immune 
because poison is used so much. 


MP asks PM for Afghan 
troops' commemoration 


Richard Drax, MP for South Dorset 
asked the Prime Minister whether there 
would be any commemoration of the 
armed forces’ service in Afghanistan. 

Speaking at Prime Minister's ques¬ 
tions, Mr Drax asked: ”... 453 members 
of our armed forces have lost their lives 
in Afghanistan and many, many more 
were wounded, some seriously. 

“And although we have brought most 
of our troops home, the 400 men and 
women of 2 Rifles are still serving with 
great distinction in Kabul in support of 
government forces. 

“Would my Rt Hon Friend agree with 
me that it's time we recognised the ef¬ 
forts of ALL those who served in this 


war with a commemorative event.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
replied. ”1 very much agree with my 
honourable friend. I am pleased to an¬ 
nounce that we will hold a special serv¬ 
ice of commemoration in St Paul's 
Cathedral and a military parade on the 
13th March to mark the end of combat 
operations in Afghanistan, it is a fitting 
moment to pay tribute to the extraordi¬ 
nary contribution made by our armed 
forces in Afghanistan over 13 years."

Chief Inspector Deb¬ 


bie Marsden said: “I 
particularly liked Char¬ 
lie’s entry because it 
sends out very clear 
messages and high¬ 
lights all the different 
ways young people use 
the road.

brains while using the 
road.” 

Dorset Police’s road 
policing unit is dedi¬ 
cated towards reducing 
casualties on the 
county’s roads and rais¬ 
ing awareness of the 
importance of road 
safety. 

Last year the force an¬ 
nounced that a new ‘no 
excuse’ team of officers 
will be working 24 
hours a day seven days 
a week towards tackling 
the five biggest killers 
on our roads. 

They use a combina¬ 
tion of enforcement and 
education to tackle the 
‘fatal five’: drink and 
drug driving, excessive 
and inappropriate 
speed, not wearing a 
seatbelt, driver distrac¬ 
tions such as using a 
hand-held mobile 
phone and careless 
driving.

“This film makes it as easy as 
possible to learn first aid, in less 
than 40 seconds it teaches a skill 
that could save a life. 

“Thanks to people enjoying and 
sharing the video with their 


friends and family, The Choke¬ 
ables campaign has already saved 
children’s lives and, if more peo¬ 
ple take up the opportunity to 
learn more first aid skills, during 
this three-hour course in Wey¬ 
mouth, we could save many 
more.”

Stuffocating at home 

SURVEYS don’t do a lot for It became even more of an alise. 


me because, as a cynical 
journalist, I know only too 
well that there are lies, damn 
lies and statistics. 

But I’m going to detail one 
survey and challenge all you 
families out there right across 
Weymouth and Portland to 
go out and see how you stack 
up against it. 

The commentary began by 
claiming that the average 
British woman buys 59 items 
of clothing per year and has 
twice as many things in her 
wardrobe as she did in 1980 
including 22 things she has 
never worn. 

But it turns out that the fin¬ 
ger should not just be pointed 
at women but at all of us as 
one American survey has just 
showed. 

You must realise that the 
study revealing the contents 
of an average home was stag¬ 
gering enough at 2,260 
items. 


eye-opener when it emerged 
that this figure only applied 
to the smallest home in the 
study at just 980sq ft and that 
the surveyors had to follow 
rules and only count what 
they could see, not other stuff 
jammed into drawers or cup¬ 
boards ! 

Overall figures showed an 
average such US family 
owned 39 pairs of shoes, 90 
DVDs or videos, 139 toys, 
212 CDs and 438 books and 
magazines. 

So how might a British 
family of two parents and 
two adult children fare - my 
family — I wondered, duly 
spending an hour or so find¬ 
ing out. 

My own findings were such 
a shock that I couldn’t write 
this piece at first because I 
was so staggered at what I 
found, underlining the fact 
that families may well have a 
lot more stuff than they re¬ 


using the same rule as the 
US survey and only counting 
what could be seen, the final 
list included 31 pairs of shoes 
new and old, 447 DVDs or 
videos including some over 
30 years old, 151 toys mostly 
from a beanies collection, 
428 CDs and a hefty 1,844 
books and magazines includ¬ 
ing one battered old illus¬ 
trated volume of natural 
history dating back to 1855. 

OK, so our home is a little 
bigger than the smallest 
home quoted in the US sur¬ 
vey.but with all those 

items.how on Earth do we 

fit in the house?!! 

Admittedly we have talked 
seriously in the last year or so 
of getting rid of a lot of stuff 
and this finding may well be 
the spur we need to actually 
do it. 

God knows what else we’ll 
find when we start getting rid 
of stuff. 


Rabbitting on

Weather overview 

JANUARY was the fifth month in a row when 
Weymouth was warmer than the 30-year aver¬ 
age. 

Town weatherman Bob Poots said rainfall in 
Weymouth was more than 40% up on average 
at 107.5mm while sunshine was nearly a third up 
at more than 87 hours. Only nine days didn't 
have sunshine. 

Thunder, lightning and hail were all recorded 
on January 13th while ground frost was 
recorded just once in the first half of the month 
but on ten occasions during the second part of 
January. Air frost was recorded just three times 
on the 3rd, 23rd and 30th. 

The strongest gust of wind was 53mph 
recorded on January 10th. 

All temperatures were above average with the 
maximum up 1.2C at 9.8C, minimum up 0.5C at 
4.5C, the mean up 0.3C at 6.6C and the sea tem¬ 
perature up 1.1C at 9C.

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Mother and daughter cancer survivors 
encourage others to unite for charity 


L YME Regis resident 
Kirsten Taylor and 
Jan Morton have an 
unbreakable bond as 
mother and daughter, 
but they also share an¬ 
other significant experi¬ 
ence - they are both 
cancer survivors. 

Now the pair are join¬ 
ing forces to ask people 
to show their support 
for cancer patients fol¬ 
lowing World Cancer 
Day earlier this month. 

Daughter Kirsten, a 
sales executive with the 
View From's sister news¬ 
papers in South Somer¬ 
set, and mum Jan, from 
Gillingham, near 

Shaftesbury, are calling 
on men, women and 
children to buy a Cancer 
Research UK "Unity 
Band" and wear it with 
pride. 

The wrist band is 
made of two parts 
which form a knot to 



represent 
strength in unity.They are available in 
a range of colours from all Cancer Re¬ 
search UK shops for a suggested do¬ 
nation of £2. 

For Kirsten and Jan, the band repre¬ 
sents the power of people joining to¬ 
gether to support research and 
crucial new discoveries which will 
help more people like them survive. 
The money raised will help Cancer 
Research UK scientists to beat cancer 
sooner. 

Kirsten, 40, was diagnosed with 
Hodgkins lymphoma in September 
2000 when she was just 24. 

She said: "I had a lump under my 
arm but I had had a previous injury 
there so I wasn't too worried about it. 
However, my doctor decided I should 
have it checked straight away and a 
biopsy confirmed it was cancer. 

"It was a huge shock and very fright¬ 
ening. I was just starting out in life 
and suddenly it felt as if all that had 
come to an abrupt halt." 

She had surgery to remove the 
lump and then began six weeks of 
daily radiotherapy, having to give up 
work during this time. Kirsten was 
warned she would be at high risk of 
the cancer returning so underwent 
preventative treatment. 

Then, as Kirsten continued with fur¬ 
ther follow-up treatment, including 
surgery, mum Jan was diagnosed 
with breast cancer. 

"That was a very difficult time. Mum 
had been brilliant in supporting me 
because she is a qualified nurse and 
now I had to support her too," said 
Kirsten. 

However, there was some good 
news to follow. Kirsten had also been 
told there was a high chance she 
would be infertile, but just as she 
started fertility investigation, to her 
delight, she found she was pregnant. 
Taegan was born in July 2002 and less 
than two years later Megan followed. 

She has since raised thousands of 
pounds for Cancer Research UK, tak¬ 
ing part in Race For Life including 
once with a double buggy when her 
daughters were babies and once 
three-legged with Taegan. Kirsten 
also climbed Mount Aconcagua in Ar¬ 
gentina in 2011, raising nearly £4,000. 

She added: "Going through cancer 


was a really, really tough time, but to 
get through it was great. And then to 
have Taegan, followed by Megan was 
just incredible.They are my world and 
having them was something I never 
dreamed would be possible." 

Kirsten was discharged from hospi¬ 
tal care last year. 

"Initially that felt like an umbilical 
cord being cut, which is scary. But my 
oncologist said his door is always 
open if ever I need to go back," she 
said. 

"I had amazing care all through my 
treatment and thanks to ongoing re¬ 
search, I have been pre-warned about 
secondary cancers and preventative 
steps I can take." 

Kirsten's mum Jan, aged 68, has a 
very different cancer story. She was 
due to go for a routine mammogram 
in 2007 and almost didn't go due to 
poor weather, but her husband, 
Philip, persuaded her to attend the 
appointment. 

"I'm very glad I did because it 
turned out I had a rare and aggressive 
form of breast cancer," she said. 

Thankfully, the disease was caught 
early and after undergoing surgery, 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy, Jan 
is now back to full health. 

"That's why we're both backing Can¬ 
cer Research UK and encouraging 
everyone to get a Unity Band now," 
she said. 

More than three people are diag¬ 
nosed with cancer every hour in the 
South West and with cancer inci¬ 
dence set to rise steeply by 2030, 
there's still much more to do to en¬ 
sure no-one's life is cut short. 

Kirsten added: "I'm grateful for the 
treatment that saved my life and my 
mum's life. Now we want to do what 
we can to urge people to fight back 
against this devastating disease." 

Cancer Research UK researchers 
have played a key role in supporting 
landmark advances in cancer treat¬ 
ment including tamoxifen for breast 
cancer and cisplatin for testicular can¬ 
cer. 

Cancer Research UK receives no 
government funding for its research 
but with help from the public, the 
charity aims to bring forward the day 
when all cancers are cured.

New play about "the Shrewsbury 
24" comes to the Marine Theatre 



UNITED WE STAND, a new play based on 
the story of "Shrewsbury 24", when 24 
building workers were accused and 
three jailed for violent picketing and in¬ 
timidating workers in Shropshire in 
1973, is set to perform at the Marine 
Theatre on Saturday, February 14th. 

In the 1960s and 70s the UK's building 
companies were making millions re¬ 
building the country, but building work¬ 
ers faced the most dangerous working 
conditions and poorest wages of any 
trade. In the summer of'72, for twelve 
weeks, 300,000 building workers 
launched their industry's first national 
all-out strike to end cash "lump" wages 
and seek better pay by using the contro¬ 
versial tactic of'Flying Pickets'. The par¬ 
tial success of the strike, and the 
methods used, enraged the construc¬ 
tion industry and government, and cul¬ 
minated in the arrest of 24 builders in 
North Wales who were charged with of¬ 
fences including conspiracy to intimi¬ 
date and affray. The "24" were 
prosecuted at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
in 1973 and three were jailed, including 
building workers Des Warren and Ricky 
Tomlinson. 

Sharp and humorous, United We Stand 
tells the story behind the compelling 
dispute and dispels the myth, put about 
at the time, that the pickets were a crim¬ 
inally violent rather than ordinary work¬ 
ing men seeking a better life for 
themselves and their fellow workers.

popular and political 
songs about the 
strike, arranged by 
renowned folk musi¬ 
cian John Kirkpatrick 
and Ricky Tomlin¬ 
son's poems from his 
time in prison, the 
production aims to 
bring the full story of 
the compelling dis¬ 
pute to life in a pow¬ 
erful and thought-provoking new play. 

The events surrounding the strike are 
still making headlines to this day, and 42 
years on, the high-profile Shrewsbury 
24 Campaign, led by picket turned actor 
Ricky Tomlinson is still seeking to over¬ 
turn the unjust prosecution of the 24 
building workers. 

Ricky Tomlinson said about the play, "I 
am delighted The Townsend Theatre 
Company are presenting a play about 
the 1972 building workers strike, and 
the plight of the Shrewsbury 24 build¬ 
ing worker pickets. It is 41 years since I, 
together with Des Warren and John 
McKinsie Jones, were charged with con¬ 
spiracy and jailed. 

"We were charged with conspiracy, 
but we believe the real conspiracy was 
between the government, the building 
contractors and the judiciary. They 


wanted the prison sentences to act as a 
deterrent, to prevent workers from tak¬ 
ing strike action. 

"Every worker should know what hap¬ 
pened to us so as to ensure it does not 
happen again." 

United We Stand is directed by Louise 
Townsend and will feature in its cast Neil 
Gore and William Fox.

Walker double sees Magpies bag successive wins

Southern League Premier - att; 223 
STAND-IN striker Nathan Walker added another two 
goals to his bulging tally since being asked to lead 
the Magpies line early last month, as Dorchester 
Town produced successive victories under new man¬ 
ager Mark Jermyn writes Stuart Broom. 

This was a game that the hosts could not afford to 
lose against the side immediately beneath them at 
the foot of the Southern Premier Division following 
their superb victory at Hungerford three days earlier, 
and they went for the jugular from the off. 

Jermyn put Ben Watson in wide left in the fourth 
minute and having evaded keeper Nick Thompson, 
his acute angled shot struck the front of the post and 
was cleared. 

Walker then glanced Chris Dillon's long throw just 
wide of the far post before Bradley Tarbuck's vicious 
volley from the angle of the penalty area flashed just 
wide of the far post. 

Thompson then just managed to hang on to Dan 
Smith's 22-yard kick by his fingertips, before the Mag¬ 
pies pressure told in the 13th minute. 

When the ball broke to Sam Lanahan he threaded 
a pass through to Watson who just beat Thompson 
to the ball to finish with aplomb. 

Arlesey's first sight of goal came five minutes later 
when Hallelujah Basmel pounced on an error in the 
home defence, but fortunately his effort was de¬ 
flected on to the post by Walker-Harris and subse¬ 
quently cleared. 

Thompson got revenge on Watson soon after when 
he saved at the striker's feet after being putin by Tar- 
buck cross. Although home keeper Alan Walker-Har¬ 
ris had to make two fairly routine save from Kim 
Forsythe and Martel Powell, it was mainly Dorchester 
and they finally doubled their advantage three min¬ 
utes from the break. 

Walker's first shot from Tarbuck's cut back was 
blocked, but he followed up to ram home his second 
attempt. 

They almost put the game out of sight three min¬ 
utes after the break when Jake Smeeton's long ball 
found Tarbuck wide on the left. His speed saw him 
cut inside and fire in a low angled shot that beat 
Thompson but struck the far post. 

Smith then beat the Blues keeper to the ball and 
fired in a fierce angled shot, but first Warren 
Plowwright and then Sam Willett managed to stop it 
going over the line. 

Eventually the third goal game on the hour when 
Walker rose unopposed, to head home Smith's cor¬ 
ner.

Then eight minutes from time Walker-Harris went 
down at the feet of substitute Leon Lobjoit as the ball 
ricocheted off a couple of players and referee David 
Ricketts pointed to the penalty spot.

DORCHESTER Town's sec¬ 
ond flying start in as many 
weeks is a tactic the new 
management team have 
looked to implement as 
they fight for Southern 
League Premier Division 
survival. 

Speaking after the 3-1 
victory over their fellow 
strugglers, assistant man¬ 
ager Nick Crittenden said: 

"We've done that the last 
two or three games; what 
we are looking to do is kill 
teams off. 

"We've started to create a 
lot of chances going for¬ 
ward, we're looking more 
solid at the back, and 
Jamie Gleeson and Lewis 
Morgan have been domi¬ 
nating games for us in 
midfield. 

"We now just want that 
extra bit of quality to finish 
teams off by scoring a better percentage of the 
chances we create. 

"I think we were quite comfortable all the game 
and I don't think they caused us too many problems 
at all, and it was disappointing not to have kept a 
clean sheet."

player. 

"Everyone goes on 
about Mark as a man¬ 
ager, but as a player he 
has given us stability at 
the back. He's an organiser and he gets people 
around him, and he doesn't let them switch off for a 
second. 

"You can see out on the pitch that we look so much 
more solid and other teams aren't getting as many 
chances against us as they were. 

We've got the extra man at the back and we're also 
creating chances as well. It appears that everyone in 
the club has a new lease of life."

SO often the architect of many of the Magpies suc¬ 
cesses, former Glover Crittenden admitted he was 
enjoying life on the touchline, but is ready for action 
should he be required.
